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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 10-19-2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the combination of low photoinitiator concentration and natural 
light is not taught or suggested by Fenn et al. It is noted that instant claim 1 recites 0.1 to 0.49 % 
by weight photoinitiators and also recites curable under only UV-A radiation emitting lamp 
within 2 minutes and in sunlight within 5 minutes. It is not clear whether applicant intends to 
recite curable under both UV lamp and sunlight or curable under UVA lamp or in sunlight within 
the time periods set forth. Fenn et al clearly teach curing the disclosed compositions by exposure 
to UV light wherein the ratio of UV-B to UV-A is 1:1, preferably 0.025:1 or less. Fenn et al also 
teach an exposure time from 30 seconds to 10 minutes, preferably from 1-3 minutes. Thus Fenn 
et al clearly suggest UV-A curing within a time of 2 minutes. Fenn et al do not mention sunlight 
or natural outdoor light. However, it is known that UV-A radiation is from 315-400 nm and that 
sunlight is from 390-750 nm, thus sunlight clearly comprises UV-A radiation as well as longer 
wavelengths. Therefor, the teaching of Fenn et al with respect to curing under UV-A exposure 
suggests curing under sunlight or natural light. With respect to instant claim 11, the recitation 0.1 
to 0.95% by weight photoinitiator includes a weight % clearly suggested by 1% taught by Fenn 
et al. Claim 11 also recites using UV lamps having a UV-B:UV-A ratio of 1:1 or less, as taught 
by Fenn et al. It is noted that claim 11 recites obtaining a tack free surface after 2-5 minutes, not 
within 2-5 minutes.
